New Ruling 
For Homeowners 


Late filing for 1973 homeown- 
er’s exemption is now possible 
for those who previously failed 
to file by April 15, 1973. Don J. 
Hutchinson, Assessor, County 
of Alameda, has been notified 
that on March 12, 1974, Gover- 
nor Reagan signed into law As- 
sembly Bill 198, which allows 
the Assessor to grant homeown- 
er’s exemption to a residence 
which was eligible for the ex- 
emption in 1973 except that the 
owner failed to file a claim in 
time. The new Jaw gives such 
an owner only until March 31, 
1974, to file a claim with the 
County Assessor to obtain 80 
percent of the $1,750 in assessed 
value homeowner’s exemption 
for 1973-74, 

Mr. Hutchinson advises all 
homeowners that a claim for 
the homeowner's exemption for 
the 1974-75 fiscal year must be 
filed before 5 p.m., April 15, 
1974 to receive the full exemp- 
tion.

City Council 


City to Attempt Recovery 
Of Actual Lawsuit Losses 


Albany City Council Monday 
night asked City Attorney Law- 
rence D. Saler to look into the 
possibility of filing a suit to re 
eover what Councilmen deem 
more realistic losses to the city 
than the $448 the city received 
for actual dollars expended in 
fighting a lawsuit which halted 
work on the waterfront develop- 
ment. 


In making the motion, which 


passed 40 with Councilman 
Richard O, Clark absent, Coun- 
cilman H. F. Call said there 


was much time and money ex- 
pended by the city in fighting 
the suit, estimated the real loss 
to the taxpayers from lost reve- 
nue at about $4 million. 


““‘We were under way before 
Emeryville,” he said, “when the 
suit virtually stopped develop- 
ment. Look at Emeryville, Ber- 
keley and San Leandro marinas 
now!” He named the Albany 
Save the Bay group, the Sierra 
club and 11 individuals as those 
whose suit caused the problem. 
It was subsequently ‘thrown 
out of court,” Call pointed out. 
He suggested citizens could join 
the city with a taxpayers’ suit. 

Herbert Rubin, speaking un 
der “Good of the City,’’ asked 
Council to look back on citizen 
suits. He said they should re- 
member the findings of the 
State Lands commission, which 
said Albany had failed to make 
the necessary improvements in 
the tidelands within the allocat- 
ed time. After the suit was 
filed in October, 1968, he said, 
it was discovered there was no 
plan. Then the Rimovy plan for 
Albany Isles materialized. The 
suit was dismissed for lack of 
prosecution after the city cured 
its defects. 


Another suit, he pointed out, 
resulted in consent judgment to 
give Albany four additional 
acres of parkiand and access on 
Albany Hill, ‘‘a valuable asset.” 

The City, according to Rubin, 
is now suing the State Lands 
Commission on the grounds that 
it was illegally constituted when 
it took action against Albany 
because one member was serv- 
ing by proxy. 

The final lawsuit probably 
will be brought against Albany 
for the 1.1 acres of land inter- 
state General Corporation 
bought for the city on Albany 
Hill for $258,000, Rubin said. 
The claim recently filed against 
the city has been ignored and 
this will be another citizen law- 
Suit that will probably go for- 
ward, Rubin said.

and uses it

for his misuse of legal process. 

For example, Charlie loaned 
money to Ed,and now Ed won’t 
pay. Charlie knows Ed isn’t 
very smart. So he types up a 
paper that starts out, “In the 
County Court, City of San 
Bernardino,” and, “The court 
commands that you hereby 
and herewith pay your cred- 
itor Charlie the sums demand- 


ed,” and “By order of the 
Judge of the Court hereinbe- 
fore set forth.’ The paper 
wasn’t really issued by the 
court at all. 

Charlie has abused legal 


process. He can be held respon- 
sible for damages. And also, 
he can be criminally punished, 

Several cases are on the 
books even where someone 
uses real court papers for 
wrongful purposes. For exam- 
ple, a creditor attaches prop- 
erty. This legal process is usu- 
ally proper. But suppose it is 
used to harass? Or to force 
disclosure of confidential in- 
formation? Or to destroy com- 
petition? Then it is an abuse 
of process,

process is liable for damages 
suffered (including attorney 
fees) for misuse of court pa- 
pers or process. If the party 
acts out of malice or ill will, 
the court will award punitive 
damages as well. 


Gotrox was a landlord 
grumbling under controls. He 
got an official ok to evict the 
tenant, claiming he wanted the 
premises for himself. Actual- 
ly he wanted to get the ten- 
ants out. Then he could get a 
higher rent from new tenants. 
That was an abuse of process. 

In another case, the Cap’n 
Blood Finance Company kept 
attaching the debtor’s property 
even though it had been de- 
clared exempt. That was held 
an abuse of legal process. 
Cap’n Blood had to bleed in 
damages. 

The court can also punish 
people for abusing process. The 
litigant who sues time and 
time again without real reason 
will be ordered to pay court 
costs, and post a bond to assure 


. 
payment of the suit if he loses. 
The court may also impose 
contempt penalties.
